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Things You Need to Know Before You Apply 


Application There are penalties for applying late. Consequently, it is recommended that you 

deadlines apply as early as possible. For example, if you are planning to start your 
postsecondary studies in September, you should submit your OSAP application no 
later than the end of June. In most situations, applying by the end of June will ensure 
that you will be notified of your assessment results by the ministry prior to the 
beginning of your classes in September. 


If you submit your OSAP application after your 1995-96 study period has begun, 
please note the following deadlines: 


One-Term Programs (4 to 20 weeks) 


- If you apply for a one-term program and your application is received by your 
financial aid office within the first 30 days of your 1995-96 study period, you will 
be eligible to receive OSAP funding for the full term. You will not be eligible to 
receive OSAP funding if your application is received more than 30 days after your 
Study period has begun. 


Two- and Three-Term Programs (21 to 52 weeks) 


¢ If your application is received by your financial aid office within the first 45 days 
of your 1995-96 study period, you will be eligible to receive OSAP funding for 
your entire 1995-96 study period. 


¢ If your application is received by your financial aid office after the first 45 days 
and no later than 90 days before the end of your 1995-96 study period, you will 
be eligible to receive OSAP funding from the date your application was received.

If you feel your circumstances are exceptional and warrant special consideration, you 
may submit an appeal. Contact your financial aid office for details. They will advise 
you of the documentation that is required. 


Notification of Amount of Your OSAP Assessment 


A Student Information Document will be sent to the address you provide on your 
OSAP application. This document indicates the amount of funding you are eligible to 
receive. If you applied early and are starting your studies in September, you will 
usually receive this document during the summer. 


If you indicated on your application form that you have a dependent child or children 
under the age of twelve with child-care costs, you will be sent a Child-Care Bursary 
application form with your Student Information Document. If you are interested in 
applying for this bursary, fill in the application form and send it to your financial aid 
office. Additional information on the Child-Care Bursary can be obtained from your 
financial aid office or from Student Affairs, Ministry of Education and Training. 
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Receipt of Your Loan Documents 


Procedures and When the assessment process is completed, the loan documents for your Canada 
conditions Student Loan and/or Ontario Student Loan are sent directly to the financial aid office 
at the institution you plan to attend. 


If you are planning to attend a postsecondary institution outside Canada, your loan 
document will be sent to the address you provided on your OSAP application form. 


Before the loan documents are released to you by your financial aid office, you must: 
¢ register for and begin classes; 
¢ provide proof that the Social Insurance Number entered on your OSAP 
application form is your own. You will be required to present your Social 
Insurance Number card or any other type of federal or provincial government 
document that has your Social Insurance Number on it (e.g., income tax return or 
T4A slip); 
¢ provide proof of identity (e.g., photo identification such as a driver’s licence); 
* complete the Confirmation of Enrolment form. 


Confirmation of The Confirmation of Enrolment form is used to confirm that you have enrolled in and 

Enrolment form begun classes. It also updates the information on your income that you provided on 
your OSAP application form. On the Confirmation of Enrolment form, you are asked 
to fill in the amount of income you actually received from all sources between the 
end of your last last full-time study period and the start of your 1995-96 study period. 
You are also asked to indicate any changes in the amount of income you expect to 
receive while you are in school. If there are changes in your income, the new income 
amounts will be used to recalculate your loan assistance. If there is a change in your 
assessment, it will be reflected in the loan documents released to you at the beginning 
of your second term. 


Negotiation of the Loan(s) with Your Bank 


When your financial aid office gives you your loan documents, you take them to your 
bank or lending institution to negotiate the release of the money. Your financial aid 
office may indicate on these documents that the total amount or a portion of your 
loan(s) is paid directly to the institution to cover tuition fees or any emergency loans 
given to you. 


When you receive a Canada or Ontario Student Loan, you are borrowing money from 
the bank, not the government. The provincial and/or federal governments pay, on 
your behalf, the interest that accrues on your loans during your study period. In 
addition, the provincial government pays the interest on your Ontario Student Loan 
for six months after you stop being a full-time student. 


It is important to remember that loan documents are legal documents. Please ensure 
that you read them and understand your responsibilities and obligations.

Changes in Your Circumstances 


If your circumstances or those of your spouse change while you are in school, it is 
important to inform your financial aid office of these changes, since they may affect 
your loan assessment and thus the amount of assistance you should receive. 


You must notify the financial aid office if you have a change of address or a change 
in your financial or marital status. For example, if you plan to marry before or during 
your study period, you must notify your financial aid office, because your spouse will 
be required to give information pertaining to your application for loan assistance. 


You must also notify the financial aid office if you plan to drop a course or reduce 
your course load, since such changes may also affect your loan assessment.

Your 1995-96 OSAP application will not be considered for any form of financial 
assistance until you submit to the Director, Student Affairs (address below), a letter 
from the Canada Student Loans Program stating that you can receive further 
assistance under their program. 


If you have defaulted on a previous Ontario Student Loan and have not received 
clearance for your 1995-96 study period, you must write to the Director, Student 
Affairs, to inquire whether you are eligible to receive further Ontario Student Loan 
funding. In your letter you must explain why you did not pay back your Ontario 
Student Loan and what efforts you have since made to do so. Please include your 
Social Insurance Number, return address, and the name of the school you are 
planning to attend in this letter.

Your OSAP application cannot be processed for Ontario Student Loan funding until 
Student Affairs has provided you with clearance. However, your application may be 
processed for Canada Student Loan funding at this time as long as you have not also 
defaulted on your Canada Student Loan. 
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Collection and Use of Personal Information 


Authority for 
collection and use 
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The ministry uses relevant personal and tax information to administer the Ontario 
Student Assistance Program (OSAP), including determining eligibility, verifying the 


application and any award, and colecting loans and overpayments. The ministry 
collects and uses the information on your application form under the authority of the 
Ministry of Colleges and Universities Act, R.S.O. 1990, c. M. 19; Regulations 773, 
774, and 775; the Canada Student Loans Act, R.S.C. 1985, c. S-23; Regulation 
SOR/8 1-633, as amended; and the Canada Student Financial Assistance Act, 1994. 
The ministry may verify this information with other government agencies and 
educational and financial institutions. In particular, the information you provide 
regarding your income will be verified with Revenue Canada. 


False information 


All information provided in connection with your OSAP application is verified and 


audited by the ministry. If any of the information provided is false, inaccurate, or 
incomplete, the amount of loan you are required to repay might be affected. Also, you 
might not receive a loan in the future. 


It is an offence under the Canada Student Loans Act to obtain or assist another to 


obtain OSAP funding by fraud or false pretence. 


Verification and 


To ensure that you receive your assistance in a timely manner, the ministry uses the 


audit income information that you provided on your application form to determine the 
amount of your loan assistance. This information is compared later with the actual 
income that you have reported to Revenue Canada. If there is a difference, the 
amount of loan for which you are eligible will be reassessed, and the loan forgiveness 
level and the amount you are required to repay may be affected.
